Nazis Surrender Confirmed 


Story of Greatest 


News Scoop in All 


History Is Given 


Associated 
Press

World of

Far in Advance

Official proclamation 
of 
V-E 


Day, the final and unconditional 
surrender of Germany to the al- 
lies, was announced at S a. m., 
Central War Time today, a httl 
less than 2-1 hours after The Asso- 
ciated Press had disclosed that 
tho European war was over and 
that the final papers had been 
signed. 


This is the story of how The 


Associated Press scored the over- 
whelming news beat, 
acclaimed 


by editors througheut the world 
as possibly the most resounding 
in journalistic histoy. 


The story was broken by Ed- 


ward Kennedy, chief of The As- 
sociated Press western front staff, 
who was present at Reims, France, 
75 miles east of Paris, Sunday 
night and early Monday when the 
surrender articles were signed by 
representatives of the American, 
British. Russian and French mili- 
tary commands and the German 
government of

chick. Ordinarily, by 
the 
time 


late chicks are ready for market, 
the price is down to the point 
where there isn't much profit in 
them. 


But this is no ordinary year. 
It's a yea i- that calls for ex- 


traordinary measures to meet ex- 
traordinary conditions It's a year 
when you can start a second batch 
of chicks, start them in May or 
June, and be practically certain ot 
selling them in the fall at June 
prices. 


That's never been true before. 


But it's true t^is year. 


There's a bhortage of meat- 


maybe not on your table, maybe 
not m the country towns—but 
certainly in the cities. A friend 
of mine" vnotc irom the East this 
week: "I went to four stores, in- 
cluding the town's best market, 
to try to buy some meat and 1 
came' home with a quarter of a 
pound of dried beef." 


Congress is investigating 
the 


shortage. But whatever the cause 
and whatever the cure, it will be 
months before there is moie meat 
in the store? 


In the meantime, thoies onlv 


one thing that will relieve the 
situation—mole poultiy. In three 
or four months after the chicks 
arc hatched you can have good- 
sized flies on the market. 
Start a Second Batch ot Chicks. 
On a farm down in Illinois they 


\vere were smart enough to stait 
3.500 chicks last September. They 
sold them in December at a little 
over 3 pounds tor 23'jC net pront 
per bird.

yields from 6 to 14 per cent in 
1944.. according to a summary of 
112 fai-m account records m 1U 
northern Illinois counties. 


The study was carried out co- 


operatively by the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture and 
the Soil Conservation Service ot 
the U. S. Department 
of Agri- 


culture. The results indicate that 
faiming sloping land on the con- 
tour is both efficient and profit- 
able, since it helps to conserve 
soil and moistuie. does 
not in- 


crease the cost of farm operation, 
and boosts crop yields. 


The 
farm 
account 
records 


showed that farmers who contour- 
faimed their war crops on sloping- 
land last year had average yield 
increases of 3.5 bushels of corn an 
acre, 2.5 bushels of soybeans, 35 
bushels of oats, and 2 bushels ot 
wheat.

We should be grateful

fighting men who, by beating Ger- 
many, enabled the president to cut 
back war estimates for the coming- 
year. 
We should be grateful to 


the president for the promptness 
and firmness with which he grasp- 
ed the opportunity. 


It is not belittling- what has 


been done to point out, however, 
that this cut was in the almost 
80-billion-dollar war 
budget In- 


herited by President Truman. It 
has no effect upon the more th in 
13-billion-dollar non-war budget. 


It is inevitable that a great wit- 


like this should be run ot a def- 
icit. Not even this nation can pay 
such expenses out of current in- 
come.

Use Serum Virus 


to Protect Pigs 


from Hog Cholera 


Although the 
percentage loss 


among hogs from hog cholera is 
now only about one-fifth as great 
as it was before the discovery and 
use of the preventive serum-virus 
treatment, the threat of hbg chol- 
era is always with the hog grow- 
er. 


The importance of sanitation, 


proper feeding and good care can- 
not be overestimated in successful 
swine raising, emphasizes the de- 
partment of 
animal 
pathology 


and hygiene, University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


Veterinarians at the state col- 


lege report that protection by im- 
munization becomes necessary be- 
cause it is impossible even by all 
known sanitary measures tc com- 
pletely prevent exposure 
to hog 


cholera. 


The most dependable preventive 


is to keep the entire swine herd 
immunized by 
the 
serum-virus 


method. 
Since dosage is 
gov- 


erned by weight, it is more eco- 
nomical to treat pigs while young. 


Successes Reported 


Successful results obtained at 


the University of Illinois by im- 
munizing suckling pigs 
consider- 


ably earlier than the time usually 
advised are being confirmed by 
practicing veterinarians. 
The de- 


partment reports that this prac- 
tice seems to be growing in favor 
because (1) it is more economical, 
(2) it is less laborious, ( " } there 
is greater freedom from the tem- 
porary adverse effects of vaccina- 
tion, and 
(-1) there is much less 


danger of the occasional 
disas- 


trous effects of complicating in- 
fections. 


The veterinarians 
urge swine 


growers to protect 
their 
herds 


against cholera especially during 
tlie present critical food situation. 
Treatment should be administered 
preferably by a veterinarian hav- 
ing experience in the control of 
swine diseases.
